2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
shown unexpected results from the combination comprising (1) a carbodiimide 
endcapped polylactic acid and (2) a crbsslinking agent of either (meth)acrylate or 
isocyanate and a peroxide. Element (1) is met by Matsumoto (JP 2002-030208) and 
element (2) is met by Ueda (JP 2003-147182), however the combination results in 
unexpected long time hydrolysis resistance (see Comp Ex 1 (refers to the composition 
of Matsumoto), Comp Ex 3 (refers to the composition of Ueda) and Ex 2, 5, 7 and 8). 
See rejection dated 9/24/07. The unexpected results similarly overcome the rejection of 
Kubo in view of Matsumoto and Krishanan.
